Interview Summary 



Applicant demonstrated two video clips showing the system in operation. The 
video clips ran for a couple of minutes each. The applicant stated that the system in the 
video clips is the basic system without recycle, is a crude and a constantly deteriorating 
system, and ran for more than six hours before dying down. 

From the video clip, it appeared that the system ran until the salt water diluted. 
Applicant stated that it would run longer as the salt water is replenished. 

Applicant argued that the system is enabling for the conversion of energy. 
However no agreement was reached whether it is enabling for the recycling system. 
Applicants would present further arguments dealing with the enablement of the 
recycling system when utilized with the energy conversion system, and would provide 
supporting documentation based upon Figures (Charts) 10A and 10B to shown that the 
system input energy is greater than the output energy. 

No agreement was reached.
